Private schools 
in the province 
might not be 
bound by law

A loophole in Alberta’s School 
Act means private schools may 
not be bound by laws requiring 
schools to create new policies 
for LGBT students. 

Changes in the act, made 
last year, which require schools 
to provide support for Gay- 
Straight Alliances, apply to all 
schools. But a provision requir¬ 
ing schools to create safe and 
inclusive spaces leaves private 
schools out. 

Regardless, Education Min¬ 
ister David Eggen is hopeful 
private schools will fall in line 
by the March 31 deadline he’s 
set for public schools, accord¬ 


ing to his staff. 

“Private schools still need 
to be providing safe and car¬ 
ing settings that recognize the 
requirements and grounds for 
discrimination in the Alberta 
Human Rights Act and other 
applicable legislation, like the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms,” said Jeremy Nolais, 
Eggen’s press secretary. 

Nolais said the government 
expects private schools to bring 
forward rules for protecting 
LGBT students. 

“Both private and public are 
expected to submit policies, 
but they could look different,” 
he said. 

He said the government is 
waiting to see what all schools 
submit by the March 31 dead¬ 
line before deciding on a next 
step. 

“At this point we are work¬ 
ing with every school author¬ 
ity to try to implement these 
guidelines,” he said. 

Nolais added Eggen believes 
private and public schools will 
all want to protect children.

Opulent suite 
left shabby in 
wake of severe 
Tory scandal 

A penthouse suite that was 
dubbed the sky palace — as it 
came to symbolize what was 
seen as the former Alberta gov¬ 
ernment’s sense of entitlement 
— is open for business. 

But the space has become a 
franlcensuite with bedrooms 
turned into boardrooms, hand- 
me-down furniture, bug-eyed 
plastic guard owls and ex-premier 
Alison Redford’s old couch. 

Construction on the pent¬ 


house atop the Federal Building 
in Edmonton recently finished, 
and the suite has been available 
for meetings since Jan. 1. 

“I think it’s been used six 
times,” said Cheryl Oates, spokes¬ 
woman for Premier Rachel 
Notley. 

The llth-floor suite is a de¬ 
sign mishmash: half home, half 
office, equal parts opulent and 
shabby. A washer and dryer still 
wrapped in plastic sit just off the 
main conference room. 

It reflects a political trajectory 
from lavish home-to-be to toxic 
symbol of government excess to 
its latest incarnation as a polit¬ 
ically radioactive fallout zone. 

Redford’s Tory successors 
never stepped foot in the sky 
palace. Oates said Notley and the 


NDP caucus don’t plan to either. 

“It has continued as a physical 
representation of how the PCs 
squandered our revenue when 
times were good,” said Oates. 
“Our government doesn’t want 
to continue that story.” 

Documents about the suite 
were released in March 2014 — 
just days after Redford quit the 
top job ahead of a caucus revolt 
over excessive travel spending on 
herself, her family and friends. 

Spending on the suite was 
cut off by her Tory successors 
as public outrage grew over the 
taxpayer-funded project that 
had already racked up at least 
$240,000 in 3D design drawings, 
colour boards, room dividers, 
blueprints and construction. 

The penthouse was originally

intended to be a meeting room, 
part of a $400-million makeover 
of the historic Tyndall stone 
building. But sometime in 2012, 
officials in Redford’s office took 
over and began to remodel the 
top floor. It was to be done in 
the style of the luxury Hay Ad¬ 
ams hotel in Washington, D.C., 
with its European linens, marble 
bathrooms and brass fixtures. 

The “premier’s den” was to 
be for Redford and her daugh¬ 
ter. There were bedrooms, bath¬ 


rooms, a dining room, lounge, 
fireplace, powder room, butler’s 
pantry, walk-in closet and room- 
by-room temperature controls. 

The structure itself is elegant: 
wood flooring, carved wooden 
posts and floor-to-ceiling exter¬ 
ior windows. Doors open onto a 
patio with panoramic views of 
the city. Plastic owls with slowly 
rotating heads sit on ledges and 
rooftops to scare away pigeons. 

But almost all the walls are 
bare. There’s the odd potted 
plant. A phone sits on the floor. 

Two floor lamps are the only 
purchases for the suite. Every¬ 
thing else, say officials, was 
begged and borrowed from 
government storage or surplus. 

Oates said one of the reasons 
the NDP caucus doesn’t use the

U of A lab 
joins Zika 
virus fight 

A lab at the University of Al¬ 
berta that specializes in mos- 
quito-bome viruses has joined 
the race against the Zika virus, 
which is linked to birth defects 
currently spreading across Cen¬ 
tral and South America. 

Led by Tom Hobman, a pro¬ 
fessor in the cell biology depart¬ 
ment, the lab has worked for 
years on similar viruses like Den¬ 
gue and West Nile. They received 
a sample of Zika last week and 
have already started to study it 
— likely the first lab in Canada 
to do so, Hobman said. 

“We’ve been able to grow the 
virus, we’ve been able to see 
what cell types it infects, we’re 
just at the veiy beginning, but 
we’ve had a lot of good luck with 
growing it,” he said. “We’re start¬ 
ing to walk, we haven’t started 
to run, but we’ve got a plan.”

caused — fe¬ 
ver, headache 
and muscle pain—were relative¬ 
ly minor and outbreaks tapered 
out quickly. That changed when 
the virus spread to Brazil early 
last year and was linked to thou¬ 
sands of birth defects. The virus 
has been detected in 23 countries 
in the Americas, in a spread the 
WHO has called “explosive.” 

There have been two lab-con¬ 
firmed cases of Zika in Alberta, 
one in 2013 and one in 2016. 
Alberta Health says there is no 
risk to public health in Alberta. 

Alberta Health recommends 
that pregnant women discuss 
their travel plans with their doc¬ 
tor and consider not travelling

If you’ve ever wished for an ex¬ 
tra hand — or eight — to get 
your laundiy folding, driveway 
shovelling, or dog walking done 
faster, Laurie Wang and Veronica 
Young can relate. 

“I had this co-worker, and 


when things happened unexpect¬ 
edly or too much stuff was going 
on she would throw her arms 
wildly up in the air in frustra¬ 
tion,” said Young. “It looked like 
squid arms” 

Squid Arms started as a ref¬ 
erence to being too busy — but 
then became a business idea. 

Young and Wang launched 
Squid Arms this week. It’s a web¬ 
site that connects you with a 
helper to assist with your chores, 
for a fee. 

Currently the site has eight 
helpers offering services for more 
than 20 chores, from dog walking 
to running errands to waiting at 
your house to let the plumber in. 

Starting costs range from 
about $15-30 and payments are

handled through the site, with 
your credit card being charged 
only when both you and the 
helper say the chore has been 
completed. 

Wang says that they interview 
and reference-check all potential 
helpers before they’re allowed to 
offer their services. 

So far about 80 Edmontonians 
have registered to use the site. 


As a mom of two who also 
works part time, Wang said she 
wants to target young profession¬ 
als and busy parents who are al¬ 
ways short on time. She recently 
used the service to get someone 
to pick up her four-year-old’s 
violin, pick up a hemmed pair 
of pants and drop off clothes to 
Goodwill. 

“If it was me, I would have to 
put two kids into their winter 
gear and drive around town for 
the whole afternoon,” she said. 

Young points to all the popular 
articles about the regrets people 
have at the end of their lives. 
“No one says working more, or 
doing chores,” she said. 

“I’d like people to focus on 
the other things.” 


AHS cuts 
to create 
efficiencies

Not one health department 
will be spared when cuts are 
made at the provincial body 
overseeing health care. 

“You can name me a depart¬ 
ment, and I bet you it will be 
affected in some way or the 
other,” said Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices’ (AHS) Interim President 
and CEO Dr. Verna Yu. 

’’We’re not doing the same 
cut to eveiy (department). (The 
cuts) depend on where you 
are in terms of your current 
level of efficiency.” 

The newly-appointed AHS 
board met for the second time 
Thursday, discussing how the 
province’s lagging economy 
has taken a toll on health 
spending. 

Earlier this month, Alberta 
Health said it was looking at 
“health efficiencies” to meet 
budget targets to “bend the 
cost curve for health.” 

The province’s average in¬ 
crease in healthcare costs has 
hovered around six per cent 
over the last two years, Yiu 
said. 

For the 2015-16 fiscal year, 
she said she’d like that average 
increase to be at 2.8 per cent. 

“We’re in very tough times,” 
Yiu said. “We didn’t anticipate 
the price of oil to be so low ... 
we have to make choices in 
Alberta, and we’ve never had 
to do that — we don’t have 
the money in our hands to 
do the things we want to do.” 

AHS’ next budget is ex¬ 
pected when the board meets 
again in February. 

Yiu said labour costs make 
up 70 per cent of AHS’ budget. 
To curb spending, she said 
AHS is looking at the stan¬ 
dardization of hours. 

Alberta Health said 
front-line care won’t be 
affected.

Mayor Don Iveson is optimis¬ 
tic the city will soon be able 
to fix dozens of social housing 
sites and add more units in 
the process. 

Speaking to a Canadian 
Home Builders Association’s 
conference Thursday, Iveson 
said the city owns the land 
under a number of affordable 
housing projects that need re¬ 
investment. 

“They present an opportun¬ 
ity for redevelopment with at 
least the same number of deep 
subsidy units,” he said. 

Iveson pointed to a site in 
Londonderry with 80 units that 
had to be closed down last fall 
because of asbestos and other 
issues. 

He said the city could re¬ 
develop that if federal cash 
was available and he believes 
the government is prepared 
to offer it. 

“They are passionate about 
this issue and are planning to 
pull some big levers,” he said. 

In a struggling economy, 
Iveson said building affordable 
units could help get people 
back to work as well. 

“Housing projects can move 
pretty quick if we all get organ¬ 
ized,” he said. “This could be a 
stimulus effort. This could help 
all of us with social issues and 
stabilize vulnerable families.” 

Redeveloping the sites could 
add more units to the proper¬ 
ties, which could be offered at 
market rents to help subsidize 
the maintenance of the rest of 
the complex. 

Iveson said the model could 
easily be repeated over time at 
the 125 sites within the city. 

“If we can make it work 
there, we can make it work 
dozens of times over to meet 
the need.”

Notley ready to 
announce new 
framework 
for oil and gas 

Alberta’s oil and gas industiy 
is on tenterhooks as it awaits 
the findings of the province’s 
royalty review. 

A four-member panel has 
spent the past five months 
examining how the province 
charges energy firms to ex¬ 


tract resources. Premier Rachel 
Notley will announce a new 
royalty framework in Calgary 
on Friday based on the panel’s 
recommendations. 

Energy Minister Marg Mc- 
Cuaig-Boyd has said if there 
are any changes to the royalty 
system, they wouldn’t take 
effect until the beginning of 
next year so that companies 
have time to adjust. 

The review also took into 
account Alberta’s new climate 
change policy and the effect of 
new carbon charges on indus¬ 
try players. 


Mark Scholz, head of the 
Canadian Association of Oil- 
well Drilling Contractors, says 
royalty rates should be reduced 
to offset the higher carbon 
costs. 

His group represents com¬ 
panies hired by oil and gas 
producers to drill wells — busi¬ 
ness that’s dried up because of 
the collapse in crude prices. 

“We’re not talking about 


growth anymore. We’re talk¬ 
ing about survival for a lot 
of service companies,” said 
Scholz. “Competitiveness in 
today’s market is absolutely 
paramount.” 

The panel is headed by 
Dave Mowat, head of Crown- 
owned bank ATB Financial. 
Other members include energy 
economist Peter Tertzalcian, 
Beaverlodge, Alta., Mayor Leona 


Hanson and Annette Trimbee, a 
former Alberta deputy finance 
minister. 

Mark Salkeld, head of the 
Petroleum Services Association 
of Canada, said the industry is 
on “pins and needles” ahead 
of the announcement. 

“Industry’s anxious to get 
this one past us and move on. 
Industry didn’t really want 
the royalty review to happen, 
but kind of understood that 
with the new government, 
they had to follow up on their 
promises.”

Edmonton’s 31 homicides in 
2015 happened at every time of 
the day, every day of the week 
and with all manner of weapons. 

Edmonton Police Supt. Mark 
Neufeld said the force keeps 
track of the number to track 
trends should they emerge, 
but usually they don’t see any. 

“Typically, what they tell 
us that there is no rhyme or 
reason,” he said. 

There was a slight increase 
in the number of stabbings this 
year as a cause of death. Neufeld 


said that was noticeable, but 
can be hard to address. 

“It’s difficult to deal with 
the edged weapons because 
the reality is that there are a 
lot of them,” he said. 

He said most shootings in 
the city happen with weapons 
that have been stolen during 
break-ins. 

“If we can adhere to those 
things a bit better, We can keep 
firearms out of the hands of 
the wrong people.”

Pressure has increased 
after David McQueen, 
who was suffering from 
depression, was shot and 
killed by Calgary police 
on Sunday. Ganley said 
a mental health advisory 
committee is preparing a 
report, which is expected 
in the coming weeks.

Cab drivers see 
2016 as tough 
year but have 
faith for future

Taxi drivers are predicting a 
tumultuous year ahead after 
city councillors passed a by¬ 
law to green light Uber on 
Wednesday. 

Balraj Manhas, president of 
the United Cabbies Associa¬ 
tion, said the industry plans to 
focus on providing quality ser¬ 
vice and not engage in a strike 
or other protests. But he said 
with Uber’s insurance question 
still unclear they don’t know 
what to the future holds. 

“We’re not expecting them 
to work as a legal entity in the 
City of Edmonton, because of 
the insurance issue,” he said. 

Manhas said consumers will 
feel a loss if Uber continues to 
grow its share of the market, 
because they won’t have the 
same service of seniors and 


the disabled. 

“There is no commitment 
from Uber for those kind of 
communities,” he said. 

Traci Bednard with the Ed¬ 
monton Airport Authority said 
they value the taxi industry 
and have entered into con¬ 


tracts to make sure the air¬ 
port is well served. “We have 
agreements with the taxi com¬ 
panies and their obligation is 
to ensure they have the right 
number of taxis available,” 
she said. 

She said drivers are also the 


first point of contact for many 
international arrivals and it’s 
important that be well han¬ 
dled. Bednard was reached 
before council passed the by¬ 
law, but she said the airport 
would have to monitor the in¬ 
dustry closely if Uber became 


At the end of the 
day it will be a small 
period, maybe six 
months to a year, 
but the industry will 
come back.

Manhas said he expects Uber 
will have an initial surge in 
business, but that will fade 
in time because drivers won’t 
make enough to truly cover 
their costs.

“At the end of the day it will 
be a small period, maybe six 
months to a year, but the in¬ 
dustry will come back.” 

Manhas said the changes 
will definitely hurt some driv¬ 
ers in a stagnant economy, but 
ultimately they will persevere.

Province non-commital 
on Uber policy changes 

Uber may have got the 
green light from Edmonton 
on Wednesday, but they 
could now face a bigger 
roadblock — the provincial 
government. As part of the 
city's ridesharing bylaw, 
Uber's drivers will be legal 
as of March 1, as long as 
they have insurance that's 
considered acceptable to 
the provincial government. 

Typically, drivers who 
carry passengers for money 
have to have commercial 
insurance. Several 
insurance companies have 
announced new proposals 
for policies that would 
allow rideshare operators 
coverage under enhanced 
personal policies and Uber 
has been working to get 
them approved. 

But Transportation 
Minister Brian Mason said 
the government's mandate is 
safety above all else. 

If the issue isn't resolved 
before the city's new 
bylaw comes into force 
March 1, Uber drivers could 
not legally drive without 
purchasing expensive 
commercial insurance.

Northlands is getting close to 
unveiling a vision to reshape 
its entire site, including Rexall 
Place, the Expo Centre and the 
Northlands Park racetrack. 

Coun. Michael Oshry con¬ 
firmed reports that the chan¬ 
ges will include a conversion of 
Rexall Place into a minor-hockey 
facility and the addition of a new 
concert hall at the Expo Centre 
of fewer than 5,000 seats — but 
he said it’s much more than that. 
“It’s more of a vision for the 


entire site, the entire 160 acres,” 
he said. “It’s a pretty exciting 
vision, and then we have to 
figure out how to get it done 
financially.” 

Last week, Northlands CEO 
Tim Reid announced Rexall 
Place would host the World 
Curling Championships in April 
2017. He said the event is an 
example of some of what they 
would like to do going forward 
with an emphasis on more than 
the bottom line. 

“We made that decision to 
take that event, because frankly 
we thought it was great for eco¬ 
nomic development for the City 
of Edmonton,” he said. 

Reid said Rogers Place, the 
new downtown arena, will have 
major capital costs to recoup, 
but Rexall has long since been 
paid for. 

Reid emphasized the plan is 
to move Northlands out of the 
large arena business. 

“We have no intentions of

competing long-term with Rog¬ 
ers Place,” he said. 

He said they’re working with 
the Oilers on a more collabora¬ 
tive model, which is headed to¬ 
ward a good conclusion. 

Oshiy said the entire plan for 
the site is a good one and he’s 
happy Northlands is moving in 
this direction. 

“They have come up with a 
plan with the help of the city 
that will make Northlands finan¬ 
cially viable,” he said.

A local arts organization has 
given new life to a famous Ed¬ 
monton intellectual’s home. 

For more than 30 years, the 
historical childhood residence 
of Herbert Marshall McLuhan 
— the media theorist who 
coined the saying “the medium 
is the message” — was being 
used as a private family home. 

But in 2013, the owners sold 
the house, which was built in 
1912, to Arts Habitat Edmon¬ 
ton, a non-profit that develops 
space for the arts. Since then, 
Arts Habitat has restored it and 


turned it into a small museum 
that honours McLuhan and 
provides space for local artists. 

“This is the first time that 
the house is being used to ac¬ 


knowledge and honour Mc- 
Luhan’s presence and the fact 
that he came from Edmonton,” 
said Linda Huffman, the execu¬ 
tive director of Arts Habitat. 


The main floor now features 
a portrait gallery of the Mc¬ 
Luhan family that includes 
20 photographs taken by Mc- 
Luhan’s son. It also includes a 
video wall that displays clips 
of McLuhan’s appearances on 
TV, as well as a space that can 
be used by community mem¬ 
bers for workshops, poetry and 
book readings, and meetings. 

A garage workshop that was 
built by the previous owners of 
the house has been converted 
into a studio space for an artist- 
in-residence program. 

The non-profit received a 
combined $147,000 in fund¬ 
ing from the city and province 
to purchase and upgrade the 
heritage building. 

“The house is in very good 
condition, and people are wel¬ 
come to come see it during a 
guided tour,” said Huffman. 

Marshall McLuhan’s cous¬ 
in will offer guided historical 
tours on the first Monday of 
every month.

Economist’s 
estimate based 
on curtailing 
illegal sales 

Call it Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau’s secret stash. 

A new report from CIBC 
World Markets says Canada’s 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments could reap as much as 
$5 billion annually in tax rev¬ 
enues from the sale of legal 
marijuana. 

CIBC economist Aveiy Shen- 
feld crunched the numbers 
using current estimates of Can¬ 
adian recreational pot con¬ 
sumption, the revenue experi¬ 
ence in U.S. states that have 
legalized, and other factors 
— such as prevailing “sin tax” 
rates on alcohol and tobacco. 

“The bottom line is that fed¬ 
eral (and) provincial govern¬ 
ments might reap as much as 


$5 billion from legalization, 
but only if all the underground 
sales are effectively curtailed,” 
writes Shenfeld. 

“That’s on the order of 0.25 
per cent of GDP, no barnburn¬ 
er.” 

The Liberal government has 
promised to legalize, tax and 
regulate marijuana and has 
made MP Bill Blair, the former 
Toronto police chief, the lead 
on investigating a new regula¬ 
tor model. 

Trudeau maintains that 
legalized pot will not be a 
cash cow, and that all revenues 


will be used to address mental 
health and addictions issues. 

“It was never about a money¬ 
maker, it was always about 
public health, public safety,” 
the prime minister said in 
December during a year-end 


interview. 

The experience of Colorado 
and Washington states, where 
pot sales were legalized and 
taxed, suggests no dramatic 
increase in marijuana usage 
but a potential for pot tourism. 

“The desirability of increased 
marijuana tourism inflows will 
be questioned, no doubt, but 
they would generate additional 
fiscal revenues for government 
on their other tourist spend¬ 
ing,” Shenfeld writes.

Cellist 'outraged’ by airline

A renowned American cellist 
says he is “outraged” after hear¬ 
ing that Westjet refused to allow 
a musician’s cello in the cabin 
during a flight from Vancouver, 
even though he bought an ex¬ 
tra seat for it. Four years ago, 
Paul Katz says he got the same 
treatment. 

“I get angry,” he told Metro. 
“I just think Westjet is so in¬ 
defensible, and their attitude is

Earlier this month, Juilliard 
School cellist Nathan Chan at¬ 
tempted to bring his cello onto a 
flight from Vancouver to Toronto 
but was refused. The 22-year-old 
bought his ticket through Amer¬ 
ican Airlines, which allows pas¬ 
sengers to buy an extra seat for a 
cello. When he arrived, however, 
the flight that was operated by 
Calgary-based Westjet forced 
him to leave the instrument be¬ 
hind with family and forfeit his 
$250 US ticket for the extra seat.

Spy agency broke law 


Canada’s electronic spy agency 
broke privacy laws by sharing 
information about Canadians 
with foreign partners, says a 
federal watchdog. 

The Communications Security 
Establishment passed along the 
information — known as meta¬ 
data — to counterparts in the 
U.S., Britain, Australia and New 
Zealand, said Jean-Pierre Plouffe, 
who keeps an eye on the highly 
secretive agency. 

Metadata is information as¬ 
sociated with a communication 
— such as a phone number or 


email address — but not the 
message itself. 

The CSE uses highly advanced 
technology to intercept, sort 
and analyze foreign communi¬ 
cations for information of intel¬ 
ligence interest to the federal 
government. 

In his annual report for 2014- 
15, completed last year but made 
public only Thursday, Plouffe 
said certain CSE metadata ac¬ 
tivities raised legal questions. 
In a statement, Plouffe said he 
has since concluded laws were

‘alarming’ rate: WHO 


OUTBREAK 

Health experts 
may declare 
international 
emergency 

Declaring that the Zika virus 
is “spreading explosively,” the 
World Health Organization an¬ 
nounced it will hold an emer¬ 
gency meeting of independent 
experts Monday to decide if the 
outbreak should be declared an 
international health emergency. 

At a special meeting Thursday 
in Geneva, WHO Director-Gen¬ 
eral Dr. Margaret Chan said the 
virus - which has been linked to 
birth defects and neurological 
problems - was becoming much 


more of a threat. One WHO sci¬ 
entist said the Americas could 
see up to 4 million cases of Zika 
in the next year. 

Chan said although there was 
no definitive proof that the Zika 
virus was responsible for a spike 
in the number of babies being 
born with abnormally small 
heads in Brazil, “the level of 
alarm is extremely high.” She 
also noted a possible relation¬ 
ship between Zika infections and 
Guillain-Barre syndrome, which 
can cause temporaiy paralysis. 

“The possible links, only re¬ 
cently suspected, have rapidly 
changed the risk profile of Zika 
from a mild threat to one of 
alarming proportions. The in¬ 
creased incidence of microceph¬ 
aly is particularly alarming, as it 
places a heart-breaking burden 


on families and communities,” 
Chan said. 

The Zika virus was first de¬ 
tected in 1947 and for decades 
only caused mild disease, but 
Chan noted that “the situation 
today is dramatically different.” 
According to the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control, the Zika virus 
is now in more than 20 coun¬ 
tries, mostly in Central and South 
America. It is spread by the same 
mosquito that spreads dengue 
and yellow fever. 

Earlier this month, the CDC 
said pregnant women should 
consider postponing trips to 
more than a dozen countries 
with Zika and advised women 
hying to get pregnant or think¬ 
ing of getting pregnant to speak 
to their doctor before travelling.

Canada adopts new donor 
restrictions in wake of virus 

Canadian Blood Services 
will soon refuse blood 
donations from those who 
have travelled to countries 
where the Zika virus spread. 

Chief medical and 
scientific officer Dr. Dana 
Devine says the agency will 
decide in the next few days 
which travel destinations 
would be linked to a 
temporary ban. 

Devine says the risk of the 
Zika virus being transmitted 
through blood transfusion 
is low, but Canadian Blood 
Services doesn't want to 
take any chances.

Mumbai police become Twitter sensation 


Mumbai police are on a roll. 

In the month since they 
debuted on Twitter, the po¬ 
lice and its chief of police have 
been firing up a storm of pun- 
filled, witty warnings on abid¬ 
ing traffic rules, on women’s 
safety and even on how to be 
safe online. 

And on Wednesday, the po¬ 
lice service’s new anti-drug 
campaign went viral in a string 
of word play. 

“If you roll, we will weed 
you out,” read one tweet that 


was retweeted thousands of 
times. Then came: “Be a hero 
without ‘heroin.’” A couple of 
hours later there was a cheeky 
question: “Hi! Have you ‘meth’ 
us?” with the hashtag #Hosh- 
MeinAao, which means wake 
up. One tweet had a picture 
of white powder on ground 
with the letters LSD and the 
message: “Let’s Stop Drugs.” 

Giddy Twitter users in India 
gave a thumbs-up to the po¬ 
lice service — a rarity in that 
country. 


“Mumbai police account is 
giving Twitter standup com¬ 
edians a good run for their 
money,” said one user. Another 
tweeted: “01c, Mumbai Police 
just killed it. The rest of you, 
go home.” 

#MumbaiPolice trended on 
Twitter in India all Wednesday. 

The Twitter campaign was 
applauded not just for its clever 
use of words, but also for get¬ 
ting an important message 
across without being preachy.

Seven slain in 
suicide bombing 


YEMEN 

Islamic State 
group claims 
responsibility 
for carnage 

The Islamic State affiliate in 
Yemen has claimed respon¬ 
sibility for a suicide bomb¬ 
ing on Thursday that killed 
seven people and targeted the 
presidential palace in Aden, 
where the internationally- 
recognized president and his 
cabinet are based. 

In an online statement 
posted on Twitter by the 
group’s supporters, ISIL iden¬ 
tified the attacker as Abu 
Hanifa al-Hollandi, an Arabic 
nom de guerre that suggests 
he was Dutch. The last name 
in militants’ pseudonyms 
usually indicates their na¬ 
tionality or place of origin. 
His real name was not im¬ 
mediately known. 

It was not possible to verify 
the claim. The group post¬ 
ed pictures that appeared to 
show the car bomb speeding 


toward cement barricades 
manned by presidential 
guards. 

Earlier on Thursday, three 
Al-Jazeera journalists who 
were kidnapped in the war- 
ravaged Yemeni city of Taiz 
were released, the news net¬ 
work said in a statement. 
Journalists have been fre¬ 
quently targeted during 
Yemen’s conflict, which 
pits southern Shiite rebels, 
known as Houthis, against 
government forces backed 
by a Saudi-led military cam¬ 
paign. 

The Houthis seized con¬ 
trol of the Yemeni capital, 
Sanaa, in September 2014 
and in November that year 
the president fled to Aden. 

The bombing took place 
around one kilometre away 
from his palace, which is 
heavily guarded by Emirati 
and Saudi special forces, of¬ 
ficials said. They said that 
both President Abed Rabbo 
Mansour Hadi and Prime Min¬ 
ister Khaled Bahah were in¬ 
side the palace at the time of 
the explosion. Witnesses said 
that the bombing was heard

Snowstorm one for 
the record books 


Last weekend’s crippling bliz¬ 
zard was the fourth most 
powerful snowstorm to hit the 
Northeast in at least 66 years, 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
announced Thursday. 

The agency gave the storm a 
rating of 7.66 on the Northeast 
Snowfall Impact Scale, which 
ranks storms according to inches 
of snowfall, geographic reach 
and population affected. 

The blizzard last Friday 
through Sunday affected 102.8 


million people and covered 
about 434,000 square miles in 
26 states, NOAA spokeswoman 
Maureen O’Leary said. 

Almost 24 million people saw 
more than 20 inches of snow 
and 1.5 million got more than 
30 inches, according to National 
Weather Service meteorologist 
Paul Kocin, who helped develop 
the scale. He called the storm 
a slightly smaller version of a 
January 1996 blizzard, No. 2 on 
the list, which covered a similar

Somewhere over the rainbow, there will be progress in hockey. What if an inspiring 
show of inclusiveness by one NHL team became a national movement towards greater 
acceptance of LGBTQ people participating in team sports? Let's make it happen. 


Sticking it to prejudice 

Last week, the Edmonton 
Oilers rainbow-taped their 
hockey sticks for their an¬ 
nual skills competition, to 
show support for LGBTQ 
youth. The idea came from 
another Edmontonian — 
Kris Wells — who's created 
Pride Tape in an effort to 
make Canada's beloved 
sport a safer space for all 
who love the game. 

Wells, a professor at 
the University of Alberta, 
notes there are still no out 
players in the NHL, and 
that for inclusiveness to 
sweep through hockey, the 
message has to come from 
the top.

What reconciliation 
looks like in real life

The Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission calls on the fed¬ 
eral government to close gaps 
in education, employment and 
health outcomes between in¬ 
digenous and non-indigenous 
Canadians. 

I’ve been thinking about 
how those gaps can be identi¬ 
fied and closed. How to im¬ 
prove, concretely, the fives of 
indigenous people, with those 
communities’ full participa¬ 
tion, and with respect for their 
heritage, knowledge and right 
to self-government. 

To get an idea of how this 
can be done, in a way that is 
guided by scientific evidence, 
look at Oklahoma. 

That U.S. state is home to 
the Cherokee Nation, which 
suffers a disproportionately 
high rate of cancers related 
to tobacco use. The University 


of Oklahoma began working 
with the Cherokee to address 
this issue, and the National In¬ 
stitute of Health helped out to 
the tune of $1.5 million. 

Cherokee people them¬ 
selves will be monitoring can¬ 
cer cases and their outcomes 
from the nation’s in-house 
health-research office. 

The general ideas are to find 
interventions to reduce cancer 
and help the office develop 
research capacity, but nothing 
is being decided by the univer¬ 
sity and dictated to the tribe, 
said Paul Spicer, an anthropol¬ 
ogist and the lead researcher 
on the project. A joint com¬ 
mittee — half Cherokee, half 
from the university — is set¬ 
ting the research agenda. 

This is extremely excit¬ 
ing. It’s ground-up, but still 
science-based. I can imagine a 
similar approach being used to 
address many issues, from ear¬ 
ly childhood education to the 
management of fish stocks. 

It doesn’t seem that hard. 


Why aren’t we doing it in 
eveiy indigenous community 
in Canada? I asked my friend, 
who is Haudenosaunee and 
a young professional with a 
deep understanding of the 
social problems in indigenous 
communities. 

She was positive about 
research-based problem-solv¬ 
ing, but she had a word of cau¬ 
tion. We don’t have a single 
indigenous community with 
anywhere near the population 
and clout of the Cherokee Na¬ 
tion’s 300,000 people. Many, 
though not all, Canadian re¬ 
serves are in a chronic state of 
crisis, she said. An ambitious 
collaborative science project 
isn’t realistic when hunger is 
rampant and there’s just been 
a cluster of youth suicides. 

It seems to me that there 
aren’t the human resources 
available, in many cases, to 
have a collaboration, Oklaho- 
ma-style, where the local in¬ 
digenous people and scientists 
are on truly equal footing. 


And when the majority of 
the researchers are not part 
of the community, the thorny 
issue of consent becomes all 
that much more important. 

That’s what she empha¬ 
sized most: the need for 
indigenous groups to give 
their consent for research in 
their communities and on 
their lands. Not cursoiy, one¬ 
time consent, but continuous 
consent, with the option to 
withdraw if they decide the re¬ 
search isn’t benefiting them. 

There is participatoiy re¬ 
search going on in indigenous 
communities in Canada, but 
as reconciliation efforts begin 
in earnest and we try to close 
those gaps, there needs to be 
more. 

Because if we base policies 
on evidence, they have a shot 
of working.

Not worth the money. 

That's how Cindy Black- 
stock described the Canadian 
government's attitude toward 
indigenous children. 

As the director of the First 
Nations Child and Family Car¬ 
ing Society, she's been at the 
centre of a nine-year battle 
that culminated Tuesday with 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Tribunal's ruling that the fed¬ 
eral government discriminates 
against indigenous children. 

The tribunal found reserves 
receive 22 per cent to 34 
per cent less child welfare 
funding than everyone else. 

It slammed the government 
over the high proportion of 
indigenous children in fos¬ 
ter care (nearly half of those 
under 14 years old, according 
to the 2013 National House¬ 
hold Survey). 

The ruling addresses a frac¬ 
tion of the scandal that is in¬ 
digenous people's living con¬ 
ditions. There's a lack of clean 
water and quality housing; in¬ 
digenous youth suicide rates 
are at least five times higher 
than the national average. 

All these issues have sur¬ 
faced in the media in the 
wake of the La Loche shoot¬ 
ing, prompting concerns over 
negative, one-sided depic¬ 
tions of remote communities. 
La Loche's former mayor and 
current MP Georgina Jolibois 
said the town's social ills are 
not to blame for the shooting. 
"Unfortunately it had to hap¬ 
pen here, but it is a Canadian 
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experience," she said. 

That may be true, but 
it's never a bad time to put 
a spotlight on systemic 
suffering, especially when 
it's of such a magnitude that 
Blackstock can credibly dub 
it "our Mississippi... the same 
racial discrimination that 
we saw in the United States 
against African-Americans." In 
fact, she added, it's worse. 

And I'd agree, in one way: 
While the U.S. has and con¬ 
tinues to obsess over its 
racism, we are not getting 
nearly angry enough. 

Take Flint, Michigan. Amer¬ 
icans have been consumed by 
the story of the majority-black 
city's lead-poisoned water. No 
doubt some Hollywood direc¬ 
tor already smells Oscar bait. 
Meanwhile, our own unsafe¬ 
drinking-water scandal threat¬ 
ens to become an overlooked 
independent documentary. 

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau is right to travel to La 
Loche today, because outrage 
over the deadliest school 
shooting in our history and its 
causes could easily fade to a 
whimper. As he does. Black- 
stock will be pushing for an 
estimated $200,000 yearly 
investment in on-the-ground 
change for indigenous kids. 

It's an old story, this racism, 
as old as this country. So is 
America's, where the outrage 
burns far hotter. 

Anger can't solve problems 
on its own. But nothing will 
change without it.

It’s all about Po, don’t you know. 

When I ask Kung Fu Panda 
2 and 3 director Jennifer Yuh 
Nelson how she feels about be¬ 
ing one of the highest grossing 
female directors of all time, she 
demurs and gives all the credit 
to her star. 

“I think it is a testament to 


how much people like Po and 
like these films. There is such 
a huge fan base it is really flat¬ 
tering to have been helming 
something that huge.” 

Alessandro Carloni, her dir¬ 
ecting partner on Kung Fu Panda 
3, adds, “I think it will be fair 
to assume this will be the high¬ 
est grossing movie ever to be 
directed by a Korean woman 
and an Italian man.” 

For the uninitiated, Po is the 
clumsy giant panda that became 
an improbable hero, dumpling¬ 
eating champion and kung fu 
master in the first two movies. 
Voiced by Jack Black, in the new 
film he is reunited with his bio¬ 
logical father Li Shan (Bryan 
Cranston) who takes his son 


back to the Panda Village so the 
youngster can learn about him¬ 
self, become a Chi master and do 
battle with Kai, a supernatural 
bull villain played by Oscar win¬ 
ner J.K. Simmons. 

Both directors have great af¬ 
fection for Po and understand 
why audiences have fallen in 
love with the character. 

“We love how enthusiastic he 


is, how geeky he is, how much 
passion he has,” says Alessandro. 
“One thing I have heard some¬ 
one say is often there are mov¬ 
ies where the side cast steals the 
show because they are the most 
fun while the central character 
is the straight guy. But we made 
a movie around a goofball and 
eveiybody else are the straight 
characters. He is the one who 


steals the show. When Po is on 
screen you will love him.” 

“He has got so much enthusi¬ 
asm and is basically wishing for 
something that is bigger than 
him,” says Yuh. “Something he 
is not able to achieve and yet 
he perseveres. That’s why we 
root for him because we’ve been 
there. Eveiyone has been there 
where there is something you 
wish you could do but don’t have 
the means to do it and yet you 
keep on going. You have to root 
for that.” 

The pair have been with Po 
for a long time. Yuh was head 
of stoiy and the action sequence 
supervisor on Kung Fu Panda 
before taking over the reins for 
the second film. Carloni worked 


on the first film as animation 
supervisor and stoiy artist on 
part two. 

Their almost 10-year journey 
with Po has been shared with 
Jack Black, who was the model 
for the character. 

“He’s veiy unique in that he’s 
so funny but underneath the 
funny he’s got so much heart,” 
says Yuh of Black. 

“He’s not somebody you laugh 
at, you laugh with him. You root 
for him and that is very rare. 
Usually you have these more 
jaded guys that are funny and 
you laugh at them when they 
fall on their face. But you feel 
bad for this guy when he falls on 
his face. I think that just leaks 
out of his performance.”

Chris Pine may 
be the leading 
man, but it’s his 
dad he admires 

Looking at Chris Pine’s career, 
it’s hard to imagine that he 
hadn’t always harboured a 
lifelong passion to be an actor. 

In a little over a decade 
since his first big screen role 
(the sequel to The Princess 
Diaries), Pine, 35, has estab¬ 
lished himself as one of the 
most recognizable stars of 
his generation. He’s got his 
third Star Trek movie com¬ 
ing this summer, followed 
by Wonder Woman in 2017. 
His latest, The Finest Hours, 
is out Friday. 

Stardom of this kind doesn’t 
come accidentally to anyone, 
but to talk to Pine is to real¬ 
ize that he truly thinks of it 
as a lark. 

“I don’t even feel like I 
picked it,” Pine said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “I just started 
doing plays in college. And 
then I went to L.A. Then I got 
an agent. It just sort of rolled 
like a very slow snowball into 
what I’m doing now. It’s very 
weird.” 

Pine did come from acting 
stock, however. His father, 
Robert Pine, is a journeyman

working actor best known for 
CHiPs (Sgt. Getraer). His moth¬ 
er, Gwynne Gilford, was also 
an actress, as was his grand¬ 
mother, Anne Gwynne. Grow¬ 
ing up in Los Angeles meant 
he was even closer to the busi¬ 
ness. He did production assist¬ 
ant work on Ryan Murphy’s 
show, Popular, and then on a 
Roger Corman television show 
that his father was working 
on. “Just regular old nepo¬ 
tism,” Pine said, laughing. 

That’s not to say he’s not 
deeply serious about his pro¬ 
fession, accidental or not. 

In The Finest Hours, Pine 
plays a real life hero who led 
an impossible Coast Guard 
mission in 1952 to rescue 
three dozen men stranded 
on a wrecked oil tanker that 


a terrible storm had torn in 
half. And it’s a bit of a depar¬ 
ture for Pine. 

Sure, it’s a nail-biting ad¬ 
venture, but Pine’s charac¬ 
ter, the late Bernie Webber, 
doesn’t exactly have the con¬ 
fidence of, say, Captain Kirk 
or some of the other cock¬ 
sure extroverts he’s played 
in the past. 

“Bernie struck me as some¬ 
one who experienced great 
insecurity, anxiety, about his 
own ability and asked him¬ 
self many times: am I good 
enough?” Pine said. “If you’re 
human and alive, I think 
we’ve all felt that intensely 
at one point or another.” 

To prepare, he listened to 
audio recordings of Webber 
to nail his thick New England 


accent. He studied his memoir 
and went out with the Coast 
Guard in Los Angeles to try 
to get a sense of their lives. 

On set, too, director Craig 
Gillespie said Pine helped set 
the tone for the difficult shoot 
by being on time, prepared, 
and ready to bear anything 

— even being cold, wet and 
miserable for three months 

— with a sense of humour. 

“He can be such a cha¬ 
meleon. He has great comedic 
timing, and then he can be 
this leading hero with swag¬ 
ger and then he can do char¬ 
acter stuff. Because he’s so 
handsome, sometimes that 
gets lost in the shuffle. But 
it really is amazing to see the 
nuances that he brings to his 
characters,” said Gillespie. 


While

since 1964,” Pine noted. “He 
was under contract at one 
of the last studios that had a 
contract system. He’s been a 
working actor for 50 years.

And he’s 
never stopped working in 
voiceover, on stage, in film 
[ and television. That to me 
is success. That is far more 
difficult to do what he did 
than what I’ve done.”

Diversity move splits Academy 


Since the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences said it 
was altering membership rules 
in response to an outcry over 
the diversity of its voters and 
nominees, another uproar has 
erupted around Hollywood. Many 
academy members are protesting 
that the new measures unjustly 
scapegoat older academy mem¬ 
bers and imply they’re racist. 

Fieiy letters have poured into 
the academy. Trade magazines 
are Uttered with critical op-eds 
from members. Meanwhile, civil 
rights leaders and others say the 
academy’s actions didn’t go far 
enough. More steps are needed, 
they say, to make the Oscars and 
the industiy more inclusive. 

Reforms meant to calm a crisis 
seem to have only further en- 
flamed it. This year’s Feb. 28 
Academy Awards are looking less 
like a glitzy gala and more Hlce a 
battlefield. “We ah have to calm 
down a bit. The conversation has 
become unduly vitriolic,” says 
Rod Lurie, the writer-director of 
Straw Dogs and The Contender 
and a member of the academy’s 
directors’ branch. “Nobody in file 
academy should dignify any ac¬ 
cusations of racism,” Lurie said, 
“but there obviously are biases 
that are created by the demo¬ 
graphics of the academy.” 

The typically slow-moving 
academy acted swiftly last week, 
holding an emergency meeting

of its Board of Governors. In the 
wake of a second straight year 
of all-white acting nominees — 
and calls for a boycott of the 
Oscars broadcast—the 51-mem- 
ber board unanimously voted to 
revamp membership rules in an 
effort to change the makeup 
of the largely white, male and 
older association of some 7,000 
exclusive members. 

Though Oscar voting was pre¬ 
viously for life, it wiU now be re¬ 
stricted to members who have 
been active in the industiy within 
the past 10 years, with a few ex¬ 
ceptions hlce for previous Oscar 
nominees. The academy also set 
a goal to double minority and 
female members by 2020. 

Some academy members, 
while applauding efforts to di¬ 


versify the academy, said taking 
away voting rights from older 
members smacks of ageism, and 
that they aren’t to blame for the 
dearth of minority nominees in 
the past two years; the industiy 
is. Studies have proven that min¬ 
orities remain under-represented 
in all levels of the movie busi¬ 
ness, from protagonists on screen 
to executives who can green-light 
a film. But the last two years are 
something of an aberration in 
recent Oscar histoiy. In the 10 
years prior, 24 of the 200 acting 
nominees were black. (Far lower 
is the rate of nods for Hispanics 
or Asian-Americans, however.) 

William Goldstein, a composer 
and longtime academy member, 
chastised the academy in a Los 
Angeles Times editorial for “ca¬ 
pitulating to political correct¬ 
ness” while missing the bigger 
picture. He believes outreach will 
make a difference, not manipu¬ 
lating demographics. 

“The set of voters that they’re 
going to get rid of have seen 
more movies and have more 
context in which to judge some¬ 
thing than any newbie coming 
into the academy,” Goldstein 
said. “You can bring in more 
women, you can bring in more 
anybody. Eveiybody’s a human 
being. They’re going to vote what 
they’re going to vote. Nothing’s 
going to change.”

Those only familiar with Holli¬ 
day Grainger from her high pro¬ 
file appearance as the 1930s 
gangster Bonnie Parker in the 
much-hyped A&E miniseries 
Bonnie & Clyde could be for¬ 
given for thinking she was bom 
and raised on American soil. A 
perfect Texas drawl disguised 
her natural English accent. 

“I’m from Manchester,” she 
said in our recent sit down, 
“northwest England.” 

“Home of the Stone Roses,” I 
replied, mentioning the Mancu¬ 
nian hit makers of Love Spreads. 

“I’m a bit too young for that 
but it’s a small town so the Stone 
Roses are never too far away,” 
she replied with a wicked laugh. 

This weekend the twenty-sev¬ 
en year old brings a new accent 
to the maritime drama The Fin¬ 
est Hours. She plays Massachu¬ 
setts native Miriam, a bride-to-be 
anxiously awaiting the return of 
her Coast Guard fiancee (Chris 
Pine) from a life and death mis¬ 
sion during a brutal New Eng¬ 
land nor’easter. 

“I think I’m quite good at 


adopting accents,” she says. 
“Once I started the Bonnie 
and Clyde Texas accent it was 
veiy easy. Within a day I was 
speaking in the accent all the 
time and I found it quite com¬ 
fortable.” 

She was so secure with the 
twang she’d often keep the ac¬ 
cent going even when not on 
camera. The Finest Hours pre¬ 
sented more of a challenge. 

“I found this much harder. I 
actually stayed in my own ac¬ 
cent on set for the first week or 
two because I didn’t feel com¬ 
fortable enough in the accent 
to stay in it.” 

To master the 1950s coast¬ 
al Massachusetts brogue she 
worked with a dialect 
coach and tried, un¬ 
successfully, to get 
some real life 
input. 

“I went to 
Chatham (Mas¬ 
sachusetts) and 
spent an after¬ 
noon trying to 
record people but 
Chatham is now so af¬ 
fluent and touristy. I was 
going into bars and restaurants 
and talking to people. ‘Where 
are you from? Oh, you’re from 
New York. You’ve just moved 
here. Which pubs have young 
girls working in them who 
are from around here?’ I’d go 
and record some of them and 
they’d sound like they were 
from bloody Manhattan. Like 
bloody Valley Girls or some¬ 
thing. It was not like the 1950s 


accent I needed to hear.” 

Her character’s real life 
daughter Patty ended up help¬ 
ing out, introducing Grainger 
to a contemporaiy of Miriam’s 
who “had the right way of talk¬ 
ing. The resonance.” 

The actress nailed the New 
England burr and then refined 
it during production. 

“In the middle of shooting 
the producers would say, ‘It’s 
too strong, bring it back.’ In my 
mind (I was thinking) has she 
been at work where she speaks 
quite well or is she angiy? It’s 
fluid. People change their ac¬ 
cents all the time.” 

Ironically after all that work 
it’s likely Miriam didn’t have the 
usual regional accent. 

“In actual fact Mir¬ 
iam’s first language 
wasn’t even English,” 
says Grainger, who 
will next be seen 
starring opposite 
Alicia Vikander 
and Judi Dench in 
Tulip Fever. “She was 
brought up speaking 
Finnish so she didn’t ac¬ 
tually have the traditional 
accent but for the purposes of 
our movie we’re not going to 
play around with that. It’s too 
complicated.” 

As for her own Mancunian 
lilt, don’t expect to hear it eveiy 
time she opens her mouth. 

“I change my accent all the 
time depending on whom I’m 
talking too,” she says. “If anyone 
had to characterise me they’d 
be bloody lost.”

Marlon Wayans jokes about the 
reason he’s always working. “My 
little one — this little spoiled 
brat — I take him to Nashville.

They 
were pretty boring. 

They’re very PG-13. 

They’re PG. It’s like a G. I could 
see Rung Fu Panda doing some 
of the stuff in that movie. I 
can see Fiona and Shrek doing 
something like that. (Laughs) 
“Come to the red room. I’ll get 
the big whip. I’ll use my tail!” 
Fifty Shades of Green. 

How many times did you have 
to watch the film? 

150 times. 

I imagine that’s like Stock¬ 
holm Syndrome: eventually 
you come to love it all. 

It becomes your favorite 
movie. You watch it over and 
over and over again, until 
you throw up in your mouth, 
slightly. When someone men¬ 
tions the movie you go (gags). 

Do you think you’re even sim¬ 
ply making fun of it? 

It’s not making fun of it. It’s a 
comedic re-telling. Honestly if 
you’ve never seen Fifty Shades 
of Grey you would still enjoy 
this movie, because of the 
characters and the situations. 
You make these movies like 
they’re original, and you have 
to make the journey enjoy¬ 
able whether people have seen 
them or not. You’re doing a 
comedy. At the end of the day 
we approached it like a com¬ 
edy. Not a spoof; a comedy.

Sometimes I imagine that 
there’s an episode of Sex and 
the City I’ve never seen and 
one day I accidentally stumble 
upon it and oh, sweet joy! 

This will never happen. 

But there are plenty of Mike 
Nichols films I’ve yet to experi¬ 
ence, which I discovered after 
a sneak-peek viewing of an up¬ 
coming PBS American Masters 
episode dedicated to the direc¬ 
tor that premieres Friday. 

“After this is over I think we 
should watch The Fortune,” I 
suggested to Simon while we 
watched from the couch. “I’ve 
never seen it.” 

“I have,” he said, “but I 
couldn’t finish it — and you 


know how I feel about Warren 
Beatty.” 

“Remind me?” 

“He’s a comic genius. He 
can do no wrong,” he said. “Ex¬ 
cept here.” 

“How about Carnal Know¬ 
ledge then?” 

“With Jack Nicholson? Al¬ 
ways.” 

“Do you think Mike Nichols 
is considered an ‘auteur’?” I 
asked. 

“We do. I mean, you’ve writ¬ 
ten two columns on his mov¬ 
ies [Primaiy Colors and The 
Birdcage] in less than a year,” 
Simon said. “But I don’t think 
everyone does. Maybe because 
we expect a recognizable vis¬ 
ual language from auteurs but 
all of Nichols’ works are so 
unique. The consistency in his 
films is that there’s always a 
specific intelligence at work, 
which you come to appreciate 
when hearing him talk.” 

Which, once we stopped 
talking, the documentary al-

lowed. There was plenty on 
his early life: how Nichols had 
few friends until he enrolled 
at the University of Chicago 
(he met Susan Sontag standing 
in line, not to mention Elaine 
May, who directed the Amer¬ 
ican Masters episode); how he 
dropped out to study with Lee 
Strasberg; and how he and 
May became improv sensa¬ 
tions with their satirical rou¬ 
tines that audiences, including 
critics, adored.

Then came stage directing, 
which earned Nichols two 
Tony Awards by the age of 
34. Film followed. His first 
two, Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf (’67) and The Graduate 
(’68), earned him best director 
Academy Award nominations. 
(The latter is the only film for 
which he won.) 

From all accounts, Nichols’ 
sharp wit and protean know¬ 
ledge made him someone 
you’d want around your din¬ 


ner table, which reminded 
both me and Simon of my 
dad. Plus, they both get weepy 
when talking about Meryl 
Streep. 

And they both love to eat: 
“Until he had his heart surgery 
and it changed his appetite, 
he was such a gourmet and 
gourmand,” Candice Bergen 
told Vanity Fair in an incred¬ 
ible oral history published last 
September. “He just loved food 
and would drive miles and 
miles for obscure fried-oyster 
places on [Martha’s] Vineyard, 
and then would drive from 
there to the best pizza place, 
and then would go home for 
lunch.” 

Coincidentally, we snacked 
on canned smoked oysters 
and saltine crackers while 
we watched May’s American 
Masters tribute to her friend. 
They’re less bon vivant and 
more proletarian, to be certain 
— but former Gourmet editor- 
in-chief Ruth Reichl, who I 
interviewed about a year after 
Nichols passed away in 2014 at 
the age of 83, told me the dir¬ 
ector “was one of the happiest 
eaters I ever met.” 

I think he would’ve ap¬ 
proved.

4 SUNDANCE FILMS 

ON MASS SHOOTINGS 
AND FIREARMS 


Gun violence was on the minds of more than a few filmmakers 
this year — the ongoing issue was the main subject of four 
new films at Sundance. "Those films stood out to us because 
of the way they were made and the power within them" said 
Trevor Groth, the festival's director of programming. Here's a 
look at how the three docs and one movie tackle the subject 

of guns in America. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


^ Newton 

Director Kim Snyder goes deep into the community of Newtown, 
Conn., in the aftermath of the Sandy Hook Elementary School 
shootings where 20 children and six educators were murdered. 

In her documentary, Snyder explores the lives of those af¬ 
fected by the tragedy — the parents of children who were killed, 
parents of children who survived, Sandy Hook teachers, local 
law enforcement, religious leaders, and even a volunteer EMT. 

"I didn't really have any big agenda," Snyder said, other than 
showing the community truthfully. 

"But, as (Sandy Hook parent) David Wheeler says, the people 
who have the most motivation to allow that intrusion of a camera 
are people who, as he said, feel compelled to say something or 
do something that might prevent another town or family from 
having to go through this." 



Under the Gun 

Katie Couric and director Stephanie Soechtig (Fed Up) returned 
to Sundance with a sweeping overview of guns in America — 
melding jaw-dropping stats (like how gun stores outnumber Star- 
bucks and McDonald's combined in the U.S.), historical perspec¬ 
tive (how the NRA used to stay out of politics), and emotional 
accounts from the families of the deceased (including mothers 
in Chicago and the brother of a girl killed in Aurora). They also 
speak to a variety of pro-gun advocates, from those who support 
background checks to those who scoff at the idea. 

"Even people who've been immersed in this issue for years 
told us they learned some things from the film," Couric said. "I 
was surprised how the NRA's tentacles spread so far and wide 
and how the organization has its fingerprints on so many things." 




0 Dark Night 

Dark Night is the sole narra¬ 
tive feature in the bunch, and 
deals with a mass shooting in 
a Florida suburb. The not-so- 
oblique title references the Au¬ 
rora, Colo., massacre of 2012 
during a midnight screening of 
The Dark Knight Rises. 

"It starts with the massacre 
in Aurora," director Tim Sut¬ 
ton said. "There was some¬ 
thing that happened to the 
movie theatre that day. The 
movie theatre became unsafe. 
It became corrupted, possibly 
forever. I felt as a filmmaker a 
responsibility to try to touch 
on this theme." 


Q A BIG ISSUE 

"Guns, of course, are a 
big issue," said Sundance 
founder Robert Red- 
ford. "It's not just going 
to sit there because the 
deaths keep coming. It's 
going to keep rising up 
and rising up and it's go¬ 
ing to get heated and I 
think there will be some 
resolve of some kind. I 
think it's time." 



Q Speaking is Difficult 

Speaking is Difficult may never be finished. The short documen¬ 
tary is a living film, meaning every time there is another mass 
shooting, director AJ Schnack and his team will update it. He'd 
submitted a rough cut of the film to Sundance months ago 
and had to update it twice since then as new events occurred. 

Schnack's film shows the locations of the shootings, as they 
exist now, overlaid with 911 calls from the event. 

"It's becoming almost a ritual where an event happens, there 
is a level of outrage for a few days and then as it gets further 
away it recedes and we go through it again," Schnack said. "The 
events were starting to become like echoes of previous events." 

Schnack found the now-normalcy of the settings quite striking. 

"A lot of the locations have returned to being the same place 
— a restaurant, a salon, a school," he said. "People walk past as 
if nothing has happened."

RECIPE MEXICAN 
CHOCOLATE CHIP BROWNIES 


BAKING 

Turn up the 
heat using 
cayenne and 
chili powder 

Mexican hot chocolate is a 
beloved beverage made from 
chocolate (no surprise there) 
combined with cinnamon and 
another spice or two to bring 
up the heat. The combination 
of spicy and chocolate just plain 
works, and we wanted to see 
how it would translate into an¬ 
other beloved treat, the good 
old American brownie. Again, 
it just plain worked. 

Buy pure ancho chili powder 
for this recipe, which is made 
from the ancho pepper. It has a 
mild, slightly smoky and some¬ 
what fruity flavour. Don’t be 
tempted to substitute regular 
chili powder or chili spice blend. 
These spice mixes have addi¬ 
tional spices in them they may 
work wonderfully in a beefy 
chili, but won’t bring anything 
to the party here. 


Start to finish: 45 minutes 
Servings: 24 

Ingredients 

• 3 cups (18 ounces) semisweet 
chocolate chips, divided 

• 3/4 cup (11/2 sticks) unsalted 
butter 

• 1 3/4 cups sugar 

• 1 tsp vanilla extract 

• 4 large eggs 

• 11/2 cups all-purpose flour 

• 1/3 cup cocoa powder 

• 1 tsp baking powder 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• 1/4 tsp cinnamon 

• 1/2 tsp cayenne pepper 

• 1/4 tsp ancho chili powder 

Directions 

1. Heat the oven to 350 F. Coat 
a 9-by-l 3-inch metal baking 
pan with cooking spray. 

2. In a medium saucepan over 
medium-low, melt 2 cups of 
the chocolate chips with the 
butter, stirring frequently. As 
soon as the mixture is smooth 
remove it from the heat. Stir 
in the sugar and vanilla, then 


beat in the eggs one at a time. 

3. While the chocolate is 
melting, in a medium bowl 
mix together the flour, cocoa 
powder, baking powder, salt, 
cinnamon, cayenne and an¬ 
cho chili powder. 

4. After beating the eggs into 
the chocolate mixture, stir in 
the flour mixture until well 
blended. Stir in the remain¬ 
ing chocolate chips. Pour the 
batter into the prepared pan 
and smooth the top. Bake for 
about 30 minutes, or until a 
wooden toothpick or skewer 
inserted at the centre comes 
out clean. Cool completely 
in the pan on a wire rack. 

Cut into 24 squares.

A wine guy is always on call, so 
I wasn’t surprised when I got 
a text from a friend asking my 
thoughts on a bottle she found 
in the deepest, darkest corner 
of her refrigerator. 

It was Martini & Rossi Extra 
Diy Vermouth (1,000 ml, $11.29- 
$13.29); a white and flavourful 
fortified wine best known for 
playing a supporting role in 
popular old-school mixed drinks 
like the martini and Manhattan. 

Turns out a martini-fueled 
James Bond marathon forced 
her to invest in a litre bottle. 
Since the cocktail only needs a 
splash of vermouth she’s been 
sitting on the remainder for 
over a month. 

She played her Casino Roy- 
ale cards right by refrigerating 
the bad boy. Even its red ver¬ 
sion will start to deteriorate 
quickly once opened. The 
cold enclosure of the fridge 
significantly slows down its 
aging process. 

My recommendation was 
to drink it over ice with a 
citrus garnish and then get 
mussels and steam them 
using the vermouth. Life 
doesn’t get much better 
than that.

New exhibit 
shows collab 
between artist 
and animator 

Visitors to a new exhibition at 
The Dali Museum in St. Peters¬ 
burg, Fla., won’t just be looking 
at art. Thanks to virtual reality, 
they’ll be exploring a Dali paint¬ 
ing in a dreamy, three-dimension¬ 
al world that turns art appre¬ 
ciation into an unforgettable, 
immersive experience. 

The new exhibition, Disney 
and Dab: Architects of the Im¬ 
agination, tells the stoiy of the 
relationship between Salvador 
Dali, the surrealist artist, and 
Walt Disney, the great American 
animator and theme-parlc pion¬ 
eer. But the museum exhibition’s 
highlight comes after visitors 
have seen the Disney-Dali show’s 
paintings, stoiy sketches, cor¬ 
respondence, photos and other 
artifacts. As visitors leave the ex¬ 
hibition area, they’ll be invited to 
don a headset to tiy the virtual 
reality experience. 

Called Dreams of Dali, the VR 
experience takes viewers inside 
Dali’s 1935 painting Archeologic¬ 
al Reminiscence of Millet’s An- 
gelus. The painting depicts two 
towering stone figures along 
with tiny human figures in a 
bare landscape with a moody 


Salvador Dali and Walt Disney in Spain in 1957. A new exhibition 
at The Dali Museum is dedicated to the relationship between 
the two men. dali museum/walt disney family foundation/disney 


sky. Users can move around in¬ 
side the painting, using Oculus 
Rift headsets to navigate a trip- 
py three-dimensional environ¬ 
ment that includes motifs from 
other Dali works like elephants, 
birds, ants and his Lobster Tele¬ 
phone sculpture. Accompanied 
by a haunting piano soundtrack 
punctuated by bird cries, the 
VR visuals also include a cres¬ 
cent moon, a stone tunnel and 
even an image of rocker Alice 
Cooper, whom Dali featured in 
a hologram he created in 1973. 

Disney and Dali met in the 
1940s in Hollywood, according 
to museum director Hank Hine. 
“Their sensibilities were veiy con¬ 
nected,” Hine said. “They wanted 
to take art off the palette, out of 
the canvas and into the world.” 


The exhibition looks at the castle 
motif that became a symbol of 
Disney parks, along with Dali’s 
Dream of Venus pavilion from 
the 1939 World’s Fair, which 
some consider a precursor of 
contemporaiy installation art. 

Disney and Dali also collabor¬ 
ated on a short animated movie, 
Destino, that was eventually com¬ 
pleted by Disney Studios. The 
six-minute movie, which can 
be found on YouTube, features a 
dancing girl with long dark hair, 
a sundial motif and a song with 
the line, “You came along out of 
a dream.... You are my destino.” 
Clips will be played within the 
gallery for the Disney-Dali exhib¬ 
ition and the full short will be 
shown at the museum’s theatre.

Ice on Whyte has been rated by Reader’s Digest as one of 
the top 10 winter festivals in Canada, and recently placed 
in the top five for Expedia’s list of Canadian winter fa¬ 
vourites. Drawing thousands of Edmonton residents and 
tourists to its icy home in Old Strathcona each January, 
the 13 year-old fete has also become a model for other 
winter festivals, in central Alberta and beyond. 

The Ice on Whyte Festival Society works with commu¬ 
nity organizations, businesses, volunteers, artists and 
a production team to put on not only the signature Ice 
on Whyte ice-carving competition and festival, but also 
the Sand on Whyte sand-carving exhibit each July. That 
event is part of the Whyte Avenue Artwalk and Taking it 
to the Streets music festival. 

Ice on Whyte Producer Wanda Bornn said Ice on Whyte is 
sought out by organizers of winter festivals in spots like 
Black Falls, High Level and more, who are looking for 
expertise in not only building a successful event, but also 
the logistics of creating giant ice and snow pieces for 
display or entertainment — things like a giant ice slide, 
snow maze, display sculptures, and more. 


“I’m off to Fort McMurray next month for their ice-sculpt¬ 
ing competition —it’s great to see what others do, share 
expertise and learn from them too,” said Stephen Chung, 
a long time Ice on Whyte sculptor and carving competitor. 
For several years, Ice on Whyte has also been a part of 
the growing city-wide movement celebrating ours as a 
winter city. Edmonton’s winter city Initiative Coordinator 
Susan Holdsworth said festivals like Ice on Whyte are 
key to creating awareness and interest among Edmon¬ 
tonians and visitors in ways to enjoy the outdoors from 
November to March. She points to other successful city 
events like Deep Freeze Byzantine Festival, Flying Canoe 
(in the French Quarter) and Silver Skate (Flawrelak Park) 
— even Candy Cane Lane and Chinese New Year Cele¬ 
brations — that draw thousands and embrace outdoor 
fun and activity, whatever time of year. 

“The winter festival producers in Edmonton have great 
expertise, and know how to put on an event that usu¬ 
ally cost much more to put on than a summer festival,” 
she said. “There’s snow clearing, bringing in snow and 
ice for sculptures, rinks and slides, and the cost of tent 
heaters.”

Ice on Whyte is ready for a second (and final) celebra¬ 
tory weekend, after busy crowds descended on the 
fair-weather festival grounds to kick start the Mardi 
Gras-themed party a few days back. 

So bring on the masks, beads and festive spirit for more 
ice-carving, plenty of food (have you had a fireside, 
make-your-own s’more yet?) and a toe-tapping lineup in 
the entertainment tent. There’s a snowshoe race, stew- 
off competition and closing Mardi Gras party — this fes¬ 
tival isn’t going down quietly. 

“There’s just as much fun planned for week two — the 
ice carvings are all on display, and the weather should be 
fine for more outdoor play, or to enjoy a grog stop at the 
Rusty Anchor winter patio,” said Ice on Whyte Producer 
Wanda Bornn. 

As the festival winds back up on Thursday, Jan. 28, 
skating, crafts, table games and L’il Chipper ice-carving 
lessons continue outdoors and in the igloo and entertain¬ 
ment tent. That evening, the Derina Harvey Band takes to 
the stage from 7-9 p.m. 

While the festival is open from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. daily, 


the weekend entertainment kicks into high gear Friday, 
Jan. 29 at 2 p.m., with Daisy Blue Groff in the CTV en¬ 
tertainment tent. Short of Able performs from 7-9 p.m. 
that evening. 

On Saturday, Jan. 30, it’s L’il Chipper ice carving in the 
igloo, crafts for kids and activities courtesy of the Ed¬ 
monton Public Library — a perfect afternoon for a family 
visit.

This day will also see the three- 
block ice carving challenge from 2-10 p.m.— more ex¬ 
citing ice creations from five talented and eager teams. 

The three-block challenge ends Sunday, Jan. 31 at 1 
p.m. (awards at 2 p.m.) but the day is also packed with 
plenty of farewell fun. There will be roving actors, skat¬ 
ing and snowshoe lessons followed by snowshoe races. 
Crafts and carriage rides continue, as does the entertain¬ 
ment — this night capped off with a Mardi Gras party 
from 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. on the festival grounds, and then 
Dave Babcock and the Nightkeepers in the entertainment 
tent from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. 










To close the festival on Sunday, Jan. 31, in fine-food fashion, local restaurants will gather ingredients from the Old Strathcona Farmers’

out at 3 p.m. You can also enjoy a bite all weekend long from Fat Franks, Soner’s Donair and El Churio treats, and grab a hot drink from 
Tim Hortons’ beverage truck.

Teams are playing it safe 
with their marquee players 


Caps, Hawks 
set up stretch 
run by resting 
their stars 


A one-game, slap-on-the-wrist 
suspension isn’t enough to stop 
NHL teams from keeping their 
banged-up players out of all-star 
weekend. 

The league said Thursday 
that Chicago captain Jona¬ 
than Toews won’t participate 
in all-star festivities in Nashville 
after he left a game this week 
with an illness. That came one 
day after the 
Capitals’ Alex 
Ovechkin pulled 
out of all-star 
weekend with 
a lower-body 
injury that the 
team said has 
been bothering 
him since Nov¬ 
ember. 

Ovechkin and 
Toews by rule 
are suspended for the first game 
after the all-star break, the same 
punishment the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins accepted last year with 
Sidney Crosby. The NHL’s rule 
was first used in 2009 against 
Detroit Red Wings stars Nick- 
las Lidstrom and Pavel Datsy- 
ulc, and now it has been levied 
against five of the league’s top

players. 

More teams are opting to 
play it safe. 

“We had to make a conscious 
decision on that,” Washington 
coach Barry Trotz said. “That’s 
the rules. You’ve seen other 
teams make that decision. I was 
out West, and Detroit’s made 
that decision a few times. The 
ultimate goal for us is to go 
deeper than we did last year, 
so sometimes you have to make 
those decisions. We made it. 
And we’ll just deal with it.” 

Ovechkin and Toews have 
each appeared at a handful of 
all-star games, and the price 
of missing a Feb. 2 game is 
insignificant compared with 
potential long¬ 
term ramifica¬ 
tions. Blaclc- 
hawlcs physician 
Michael Terry 
said Toews left 
Chicago’s game 
Tuesday with an 
illness and was 
symptomatic 
again Thursday, 
so he believes 
“rest over the 
break is most important for 
him to properly recover and 
be fully healthy heading into 
the rest of the regular season.” 

The Capitals are atop the 
NHL standings as the best team 
in the Eastern Conference, and 
the defending Stanley Cup- 
champion Blaclchawlcs are the 
best in the West at the break.

“I was just standing there kind 
of watching her play,” the fourth- 
seeded Agnieszka Radwanslca 
said after her 6-0, 6-4 drubbing 
by Williams 
on Thursday. 

“There was just 
no mistake.

Every¬ 
thing, she 
was going for 
it. I couldn’t 
do much. Not 
at all, actually.” 

It’s been a 
familiar feeling 
among the players Williams has 
brushed aside on the way to the 
final, her seventh at Melbourne 
Park.
